They place the price of the property, with 
franchises and ‘other appurtenances, at 
$3,000,000, and the figure is not regarded as 
too steep by the New York men represented 
by Mr. Lanterbach. He spent yesterday in 
examining the property, and in investigating 
the status of affairs of the company gener- 
ally. 

After Mr. McDonald visited New York in 
February, on a missionary errand to endeavor 
to raise money to complete the road, capital- 
ists began to figure on the road. Mr..Lauter- 
bach 1s the attorney for the Richmond Ter- 
minal conipany and was the chief promoter of 
the Third avenue line in New York and of the 
Brooklyn Union “L” road. He has a large 
following of Wall street men, and some of 
them, including Horace B. Fry and Fred UII 
tinan, the latter of the Brooklyn “L” road, 
authorized him to begin investigations for the 
purpose of negotiating for the Lake street 
property. 

Satisfied With What He Saw. 

Mr. Lauterbach came to Chicago yester- 
day morning and spent most of the day -with 
Col. Alberger, M. C. MeDonald, and other 
members of the local company. He examined 
the superstructure so far completed and saw 
nothing about it with which fault could be 
found. Today he will examine the founda- 
tions dnd get to bed rock generally’ on the 
physical features. of the road, as 
it now stands. Mr. Lauterbach was so well 
pleased with what he saw yesterday that the 
owners felt confident that they would be able 
to make a trade with the representative of the 
Eastern syndicate, In fect they felt that the 
road was as good as sold. 

Mr. Lauterbach has tmade a careful study of 
the charter of the road, and the objections 
that have been found to prevent the consum- 
mation of the deal he found in that charter. 
One clause of it which is regarded 
as particularly objectionable is that which 
provides that after twenty-five years the city 
may purchase the road at cost price. Mr. 
Lauterbach and the men he represents will 
want to feel sure that they are investing in a 
paying enterprise before they make a deal, 
and they are not inclined to agree to sell a 
paying plant to the City of Chicago ocr 
any other corporation at any certain time. 
Ihe plans proposea for reaching the South 
Side are not entirely satisfactory either, but 
these, they believe, could be remedied. 

Willing to Sell, 

Members of the local company would not 
say anything yesterday about the progress of 
negotiations. They admitted that they were 
more than willing to sell. Mr, Lauterbach 
said, however, that the special object of his 
visit to Chicago is to look over the Lake 
street ** L,”’ road. 

**T have some friends who have money to 
invest in that line, if it suits,” said Mr. Lau- 
terbach. “There are some points that are ob- 
jectionable, but so far I have found none that 
are vital. But we are only on the threshold 
of negotiations. No proposition has been 
made, and figures have not been talked about. 
The twenty-five year limit is objectionable, of 
course, but I believe that can be arranged. I 
do not think the City Council would care to 
hold to such a contract anybody who would 
furnish capital to cémplete that road. So far 
I have only inspected the road as it exists, and > 
I find no serious defects in the method of con- 
struction. I will look at the foundations to- 
day, anil then I will view the property, the 
franchises, etc., fromm a legal standpoint. I 
am only a New York lawyer, and I will have 
to take the advice of Chicago lawyers before I

AGAIN SKAKEL, THE CLOCK MAN. 


He Fights the Officers on Their Right to 

: Serve a Search Warrant. 

After four continuances and numerous de- 
lays the cases aguinst William Skakel and the 
twelve men arrested in his rooms at No. 130 
Van Buren street, which were alleged to have 
been used for gambling purposes, were finally 
called in Justice iuyon’s court yesterday at 
the Armory. The poiot at law as to whether 
or not the search warrants by which Skakel’s 
place was searched were legally served when 
they were placed in the hands of a city police 
officer was again brought up by the defense 
and argued with a view of having the war- 
rants quashed. Mr. Bisbee argued that the 
authority of a police officer was limited to the 
service of common warrants, while a search 
warrant was strictly a creature of the statutes 
and different from anyother writ. ‘‘ A search 
warrant,’ said Mr, Bisbee, “is of a higber 
class. It gives the right to enter a man’s 
home by force, break down his doors, destroy 
his furniture, and remove his property. That 
is a higher right than an ordinary warrant

‘4 higher right, do you say?” asked Attor- 
ney Obermeyer, representing the city. “‘An 
‘ordinary’ warrant, as you call it, gives an 
officer the right to deprive me of my liberty, 
take not ny property but my body, and keep 
me in custody, and all without complaint. 
The ‘ordinary’ warrant would seem to be of 
a higher kind, but the law provides that they 
are all of an equal footing.’

PUBLIC GAMBLING AND DISREPUTABLE 
SALOONS. 

Tux Tripune printed yesterday Mayor 
Washburne’s emphatic letter to the Superin- 
tendent of Police on the subject of public 
gambling and the saloons which are the re- 
sorts of the criminal classes. He said: 


I desire that especial attention be given to the 
suppression of public gambling in all its forms, 
and itis my desire that you employ secret service 
men, who shall report whether or not. police offi- 
cials give protection'to or prohibit gambling in 
their districts. If it be found that gambling is 
going on I desire that you discharge the official, 
regardless of his rank, in whose district gambling 
is conducted, I will sustain you in this action re- 
gardiess of personal or political feelings. 


It is well-known that gaming-houses . have 
been run during the last year to some extent, 
ard that the police could have broken them 
up had they chosen to do gv, but for 
some reason they did not choose. The gam- 
blers may have been protected by subordi- 
nates, but no matter how they secured their 
immunity, the Mayor has resolved thit they 
shall enjoy it no longer. -When a Police 
Captain or Inspector understands that his 
place is at stake if he allows gambling to go 
on in his district he will not let personal 
friendship or any other consideration have the 
least weight with him, but will proceed to put 
an end to public gambling within his baili- 
wick. Of course it can be suppressed. It 
was while Mr. Roche was Mayor. It can be 
done whenever the police officers attempt it 
seriously. If they fail to do so, and act on 
the assumption thatthe Mayor is not in ear- 
nest, they will soon find out their mistake. 

As the Mayor says, the Superimtendent of 
Police has now familiarized himself with the 
needa of the city and with the force under his 
command, He has weeded out many of the 
unfit men and has now a force which he ought 
to be able to depend upon. From now on an 
unrelenting warfare should be kept up on 
gambling till the last vestige of it is wiped 
out.

** Fraternity with Claws” is s the suggestive title 
of an article printed in a late namber of America 
en Paris,a@ Spanish periodical published as the 
organ in France of Spanish-Americans. It re- 
views the gushing days of the Pan-American Con- 
gress and the stern realities of the McKinley bill 
with its retaliatory clause which followed, runs 
over the diplomatic relations of our government 
with Hayti and Chile, and takes up the recent 
levying of discriminating duties on the products 
of Colombia, Venezuela, and Hayti. It says: 
“No one has a right to complain when he is 
abused or insulted in any place where he has gone 
to treat as an equal with one who is stronger than 
he is and who has already shown his style of con- 
duct.”” The writer says that if * any one in Span- 
ish-America believed in the sincerity’ of the 
friendly professions of the United States he never 
heard of him, and that, if there ever were such a 
credulous individual, the truth must have dawned 
upon him at last. In the case of Chile, he says, 
the “ Washington Government imposed its will 
and violated in the most shameless and flagrant 
manner the laws of international intercourse 
recognized by all civilized nations,” [7] After this 
has come the enforcement of retaliation. although 
in the case of Colombia, and probably Venezuela, 
preéxisting treaties were thereby overridden. A

ing: 

“ The great nation ef North America has not 
and never has had any rtéal liking for the other 
countries of the continent.

It is a little strange to see a paper like the

hamper freedom of trade. From the begin- 
ning they have persistently levied on Amer- 
ican exports the most onerous and prohibitory 
duties. Of all othem the Spanish-Amemcans 
have the Jeast mght to complain of anything 
the United States may dos This country has 
long admitted duty free many of their lead- 
ing products, while they have constantly lev- 
ied excessive duties on those of the United 
States. They carried this discriminating and 
one-sided policy so far that they threw the 
balance of trade enormously against this 
country. The more that was done for them 
the less inclined they seemed to be to do any- 


ithing for the North American Republic. 


lt was time to give them a lesson in fair 
trade, and that has been done by the adoption 
of the Blaine reciprocity policy. If the Span- 
ish-American republics do not wish to deal 
fairly with the United States, then they be- 
come subject to the retaliatory clauses of the 
Blaine-Harrison reciprocity law. But the du- 
ties thus imposed are light and mild in com- 
parison with the Spanish-American . ones. 
They are too mild, Instead of collecting one 
cent a pound on sugar and three cents a pound 
on coffee, the amounts should have been 
doubled, so as to make it a still more danger- 
ous undertaking for overreaching Spaniard 
to attempt to knife American products. And 
in addition to higher retaliatory duties on 
sugar and coffee, the tropical fruit imports of 
non-reciprocating countries should have been 
made dutiable. 

Consadering what the commercial policy of 
Spain and of people inheriting Spanish tradi- 
tions and modes of thought has always been, 
no Spaniard can with justice speak of the new 
commercial policy of the United States as 
‘* Fraternity with Claws.””’ He would, if he 
were honest, express his amazement at the 
patience with which this country had so long 
submitted to the exactions of Spain and of 
Spanish-A mericans. 

As far as Chile is concerned no Spaniard 
and nc American defender of Spaniards can 
point out wherein Chile was unfairly treated 
by the United States during the recent dif. 
ficulty. The patience and forbearance dis- 
played by the latter deserve the highe&t praise 
and contrasted sharply with the rough, quick 
methods which European nations would have 
resorted to under similar circumstances to 
obtain redress. Only those Americans can 
find fault with the conduct of the United 
States who believe that their own country is 
always in the wrong, 

As for Colombia, Venezuela, and Hayti 
what have they to complain of? They have 
been given their choice between continuing to 
exact excessive duties on American exports 
and paying light duties on their own chief 
products, and repealing those enormous 
duties and having their products admitted 
free like those of other States which have seen 
fit to reciprocate. Instead of Venezuel@com- 
plaining of this country for putting a duty of 
three cents on its coffee it should look at itsown 
enorinous exactions and wonder at the mod- 
eration of the northern republic.

tention of a fugitive from justice “wanted ’’ 
by America devolves upon the prosecuting 
officers and no charge is made for their eerv- 
ices. Hence, the Germans think the present 
arrangement very one-sided. As American 
law dods not place there duties upon the pros- 
ecuting attorneys, German) must empiocy 
counsel and pay fees. The German officials 
think, therefore, that this treaty should make 
some mutually satisfactory provision for ex- 
penses. 


GERMAN-UNITED STATES TRADE,

High Power Smokeless Powder Assured as 
a Result of the Late Test. 
-Wasurinetor, D. C., April 7.—[Special. |— 
Asa result of experiments yesterday at the 
Indian Head proving grounds naval ordnance 
officials now consider that they have solved 
the problem of smokeless powder for high 
power as well ag rapid fire guns. The experi- 
ments were made with saxples of powder 
produced at the Newport torpedo station un- 
der the direction of Commander Jewell, who 
previously turned out a successful brand of 
smokeless powder for four and five inch rapid 
fire guns. The brand tried yesterday was 
made for a high power gun. It was 
tried in one of the new six-inch 40- 
vealiber rifles. The results given were the best 
ever obtained from this size gun and far ex- 
ceeded the expectation of the officials. With 
a charge of only twenty-one pounds a 100- 
pound projectile wag given the high velocity 
of 2,300 feet per second with the remarkably 
low pressure of 14.4 tons.. This record nava! 
officers consider equal if not superior to the 
best made abroad, and are now thoroughly 
well satisfied that they have the proper stand- 
ard upon which to commence the manufact- 
ure of smokeless powder for general use.

A, Steam-jets—The theory is to force in air 
to mingle with the volatile parts of the fuel 
and to supply nascent oxygen from the dis- 
sociation of water gas. These jets can be 
made to work satisfactorily where ‘ne de- 
mand is light and does not vary much, but it 
is nevessary to supplement them with careful 
and regular firmy. The steam-jet may be the 
cause of a blow-pipe action on the boiler shell. 
or grate oars, resulting in rapid burning of 
the metal. 

B. Firebrick arches or checker work—The 
action is to cause amore thorough mingling 
of the gases with the air and to increase the 
heat of this mixture. Here also careful 
fir is required, and their capacity is de- 
pendent upon/the proportion of heating sur- 
face to the voluime of. distilled gases. A 
serious objection is theit want of durability. 

C; Hollow walls for preheating air—Care- 
ful firing is required and the capacity is lim- 
ited. The numereus fiues in the walls make 
the construction less durable. 

b. Coking arches or chambers—A chamber 
is formed in front of or over the firebed, 
where the fresh coal is charged and retained 
while the volatile parts are drawn off. The.

E. Double combustion—Duplicate fire- 
places are made and fired alternately, damp- 
ers and vaives regulating the current.

giving greater heating surface and preventing 
burning off. Nocombustion is wasted. An 
auxiliary grate of ordinary type is set under 
the water grate, which catches the coal falling 
through and forms a bed of incandescent fire 
over which the gases and air must pass. Says 
the report: 

Such a system is well gy to insure a good 
smoke record even where the fire is forced and, 
to a large extent, with careless firing. It has tne 
advantage also of being readily attached to a 
variety of boilers. and such attachment serves to 
increase the heating surface and hence the capac- 
ity of the boiler. The objections to this type of 
device arise mainly from defects in construction, 
which, although more or less serious, can be over- 
come. The arrangement for admitting air for 
the lower grate through the floor plates in front 
of the boiler is defective in that it does not permit 
of control of the air current. She water tubes of 
the grate and the connecting pipes are liable to 
unusual strains at the joints, and these latter are 
not altogether reliable. Notwithstanding these 
various objections the system has so many valua- 
ble features that it gives great promise for the 
future and-is well worth the attention and study 
required to secure the needed improvements and 
adaptit to the exacting conditions of our local 
boiler practice. 

G. Automatic stokers—The principle is to 
secure regular and uniform feeding of coal to 
the fireplace by mechanical action, in place of 
the irreguiar and unreliable service of the 
ordinary fireman. Most of these require the 
coal to be sized to nvt. When properly sized 
the coal is fed with great regularity, thus do- 
ing away with the periods of heavy smokt de- 
velopment and clear firmg.

‘The block'signal system on tne Hudson River 
division is all under contract for the complete 
work from New York to Albany. From New 
York to Poughkeepsie the contract has been let 
to the Johnson Railway and-Signal company, and 
the work 1s. well under way. Tha work) from 
Poughkeepsie to Albany has been let to the 
Union Switch and Signal company, and the 
foundations for towers are now being construct- 
ed. ‘Che problem of the block signal on the four- 
track line from Albany to Buffalo was a more 
troublesome one, as the same treatment adopted 
on the Hudson River. division would hardly have 
proved feasible in handling the freight traffic 
west of Albany. In sompeny with General Man- 
ager Toucey, the General Manager of. the Union 
Switch and Signal company,the New York Central 
company’s enginéers and Division Superintend- 
ents, 1 have been over the entire line of the road 
looking into this matter of block signals. The 
situation from Albany to Buffalo and Suspension 
Bridge has been carefully stadied and a general 
plan of the operations arrived at. It is proposed 
to establish absolute block stations for the passen- 
ger tracks at an average distance of about three 
tiles apart between Albany and Boffalo, and to 
use these same stations’ as an absolute block for 
the freight tracks over the greater part of thie dis- 
tance. At each end of the divisions and approach- 
ing large yards—such, for example, as Buffalo, 
Rochester, Lyons, De Witt. Utica, and West Al- 
bany—auxiliary automatic electric signals will be 
placed on each side of the freight tracks between 
the regular block stations, and those portions of 
freight tracks only will be operated under a per- 
missive block system. The contracts for the 
work west of Albany are in hand and will proba- 
bly be executed within a few days. The dauble- 
track line between Buffalo and Suspension Bridge 
will be divided into ten sections and protected 
with the block system the same as the passenger 
tracks between Albany and Buffalo. The date of 
the completion of the work cannot now be fixed 
definitely. but we expect to have the work on the 
Hudson Division completed by the middle of Au- 
gust, and all the work on the line to Buffalo 
should be finished not later than Nov.1. All of

A Good Thing for the Grand Trunk. 

The Chicago Committee of the Central 
Traffic Association held-a meeting yesterday 
at Chairman Shaw’s office in “‘ The Rookery ” 
for the purpose of trying to discover means 
whereby other lines than the Chicago Grand 
Trunk can be put onan equality with the 
latter as megerds East-bound business, comimg 
from the Northwestern and Milwaukee and 
St. Paul roads.

NEW BAND PROMISED FOR CHICAGO. 


Plan to Have Sousa tead a Picked Organ- 
ization, 

If the negotiations that are now in progress 
are successful Chicago will soon have one of 
the finest military bands 
in the world. Its lead- 
er will be John Phillip 
Sousa, who is. now at 
the head of the United 
States Marine Band, 
and the players will 
be picked artists and 
soloists from all parts 
of the United States. 
The new organization, 
if the movement is suc. 
cessful, will be con. 
trolled by a syndicate 
representing princi- 
pally Chicago  capi- 

JOHN PHILLIP sousA. fal, although it is 
known that wealthy New York men are also 
interested. The headquarters of the organi- 
zation will be in Chicago, not only because it 
is the most a@vantageous point for the band 
to work from, but also ‘because the sympa- 
thies of the leader, as well as the promoters of 
the project, are fully w the West. 

The only difficulty the new syndicate 
will have to ECON il be: in influencing 
“Mir. Sousa t0 leave” sent position with 
the United States Marine Band. However, 
ac cording to David Blakely, the general man- 
ager of the band, this wan be easily accom- 
plished. Although Mr. Sousa is fully in sym- 
pathy with his work and deeply attached to 
the organization whose success he has made, 
his salary from the government is entirely out 
of proportion to his position. He is now 
receiving $1,500 a year for his services to the 
band, and under the new arrangement he will 
have a guarantee fund of at least four times 
that amount beside a contingent interest in 
the profits of the syndicate that will undoubt- 
edly be far m advance of the regular salary. 
At the head of a band of picked musicians the 
possibilitres which will be opened before him 
would be greater than he could ever hope to 
reach while in the service of the government. 
His success as a leader and organizer is now 
well. established. He has demonstrated his 
ability to train musicians workimg in the gov- 
ernment service and receiving from $4 to $12 
a week intoa band that will compare with 
any other military band in the country. 

Mr. Sousa’s success during the last two 
years has been alinost phenomenal and has 
resulted in gaining for fim a prominence in 
musical circles all over the country. Up to 
two years ago he was. known principally for 
his musical ,.compositions. Now he is recog- 
nized as one of the first military band leaders 
in America. 

The promoters of the new undertaking are 
satisfied that if placed at the head of picked 
musicians, engaged without respect to cost, 
Mr. Sousa could easily train them to a profi- 
ciency on apar-with the Garde Republicaine 
of Paris and the noted regimental bands in 
England and Germany. Such an attempt 
would require a large amount .of capital and 
considerable time, but Mr. Sousa’s success 
with his present organization, it is considered, 
has been such as to show that he is fully up to 
the requirements of a more extensive organi- 
zation. 

Mr. Sousa has declined to give his final 
answer to the proposition until after he has 
consulted with the Secretary of the Navy and 
his superiors at Washington, He realizes that 
in ‘his present position politics will always 
enter largely into his.efforts and he is con- 
that unless permitted to pursue 
independent policy he will never 
be able to  reavh the perfection 
of the best military bands. He is 
under no obligations to the government. 
It is only out of courtesy to his supenors that 
he hesitated to immediately accept the offer 
from the syndicate. 

Chicago has already laid claim to the band 
as the most desirable place of location. The 
receipts from the cuncerts given in the city, 
both this season and last, were more than 
double those of New York or the other cities 
in the East. Chicago is also more in 
sympathy with the clase of music that 
the band will make ita specialty. Sousa 
inclines prine:pally to martial music and 
patriotic airs, and such music ig received more 
favorably by Chicago audiences than the au- 
diences of the East. The central location 
will also work in its favor. Combined with 
this, the presence of the Chieago Orchestra, 
under. Theodore Thomas, is sure to 
act as a stimulating influence. All these con- 
siderations have had the effect of bringing 
about a tacit understanding that in the event 
of the forming of the new band Chicago will 
get in on the main floor. Ss

The Governor repeatedly stated that he did 
not intend to — Senator Cullom; that 
this county was his home and he believed 
the convention would indorse his candi- 


dacy. : 

“The Governor also stated that he was not 
caring anything about the Congressional dele- 
gates from this county; that he was only 
interested in the State delegation. When it 
was proposed to make arrangements to select 
delegates he refused to make any agree- 
ment on that or any other subject, and so 
stated repeatedly. He said that, so far as he 
was concerned, all he desired was an un- 
friendly delegation to the State convention 
should not be selected ; and that if the friends 
of Senator Cullom desired an indorsement 
they should present a resolution of that kind, 
and that he had no doubt the convention 
would pass it.
